out the pathos instead of crushing it as is 
so often the case. 


The English Art Critics have had 


much to say of Alma Tadema's Academy 
picture. It represents a Roman girl in 
the exercise of one of the rites of her 
religion; it 1ms been her privilege to 
hang a garland upon the alter in honor of 
the Goddess of Love. She stands lean- 
ing a little back and glancing over her 
shoulder with a look of shy modesty 
which is described as being very charm 
ing. 
The coloring and execution are 


very fine, and it seems to be generally 
acknowledged that the picture will add 
to the fame of the artist; and it is an- 
other proof, if any were wanting, of his 
thorough familiarity with the details of 
the every day life of the ancients. 


It cannot be particularly gratifying to 


American youth to find the decision of 
tbe judges for the Harper prize again 
unanimously condemnatory of their efforts 
Not one, among many design* submitted 
was considered worthy of a prise, and the 
decision to apply the $5,000, which was 
to hava been the reward, to a different 
purpoi.ej meets with general approbation 
A fund has been made of this money and 


a legacy of $5,000, left by Mr. Hallgar- 
ten, to be applied to sending deserving 
young artists about to pursue their stu- 
dies in some European arc centre. This, 
at any rate, is a practical result which 
will have enduring results, and probably 
do more for the cause of nrt than tbe 
winning of tbe prize in the first instance 
would have done. 


The painting of Le Rolle's "On the 


Banks of the Kiver," which has been on 
exhibition at the Art Museum for the 
past month, has been bought for $6,000, 
and presented to the Art Museum by Mr. 
Charles Edward Foster, of Cambridge. 
It is a beautiful work and a great addi- 
tion to the interesting gallery of the mu- 
seum. 
Mr. Foster also gave an additional 


$500 for a new frame for the painting, 
which, since the Fuller collection has been 
removed, now hangs in the large gallery.

Utility must go 


first, and beauty be built upon it, if any- 
thing worthy and permanent is to be 
produced. 
Christmas cards are every 


year becoming more elaborate. Women's 
dress-es equally. When tlie sowing ma- 
chine was first invented, I uttered a mel- 
ancholly fear that its chief result would 
je to make female garb more elaborate. 
The principle must be resisted. 
Artists 


need a curb put on them, as do the med- 
cal faculty, by public common sense."

TELEGRAPHING WITH TEETH AND 


EYELIDS.—J. T. Norris of Springfield, 
0., tbe detective, does a trick that pro- 
bably no other man in the country can 
imitate. 
He takes a silver coin, usually 


a dollar, and places it on bis tongue be- 
tween his teeth. 
With bis tongue he 


strikes it against the teeth with the sound 
of a telegraphing instrument, the opening 
and closing of the circuit being exactly 
imitated. Norris used to be an operator, 
and by means of the coin can telegraph 
words so distinctly that any telegrapher 
can easily read the message. In this 
manner he telegraphed fifty words a min- 
ute. 
A Republican reporter wrote out 


a message on a Western union blank, aijd 
. handed it to the detective. The two op 
erators in charge at the Southern took 
down the words as fast as Norris pro- 
duced them with the coin. The message 
was rapidly sounded and written down 
and all three copies coincided exactly, 
Mr. Norris can stand up before a tele- 
phone, and in this novel manner tele- 
graph a message which any telegrapher 
can read with great facility.

A correspondent of the Denver Tribttne, 


writing from Chihuahua, thus describes 
some of the things seen in that old city. 


It is a city thoroughly Spanish in its 


architecture, and it possesses many large 
and elaborately decorated buildings. The 
public plaza, the natural accompaniment 
of every Spanish planned city, is the hub 
and center of Chihuahua. 
All streets 


radiate from it, the grand cathedral of 
the city faces it, and tbe people congre- 
gate about its fountains at all hours of 
the day and night. Early in the morning, 
at a call from the old cracked bell ia the 
high church tower, the plaza is full of 
life. 
Groups of people, men, women and 


children, and Aztec Indians, wrapped in 
various colored shawls, hurry across it 
then to attend the early mass. At this 
hour the costumes of the people may be 
best studied, and the scene reminds one 
again and again of the plazas in distant 
Spain, across which the same dark-eyed 
women and sallow-faced men wander to 
their morning prayers. 


Chihuahua women, of nearly every 


class, are not handsome, as a rule, and 
from what I have seen of Spain and 
Mexico, I am inclined to distrust the 
writers who see the graceful forma and 
beautiful faces of which they so often 
write. 
Mexican women are rather short 


of stature, and are—if the truth is told— 
inclined to be fat, and only their eyes are 
beautiful. 
And those eyes! They are 


fascinating, they are bewitching. Dark 
as r.ight, shielded by long lashes, soft, 
expressive, liquid, how demurely they 
are cast down, and how full of fun they 
are when you get a look at them. 
As to 


the dresses of the women, one cannot 
rave over them. 
The texture may be fine. 


—it often is—but the cut, the style, the 
fit—bah! these are horrible. Indeed, 
there is no taste shown, and one has an 
aching desire to cut off the street sweep- 
ing trains, to gather into shape the use- 
less skirts, to—well, to have a hand at 
pulling the strings of the stays and, as it 
were, to prune into shape the full figures 
that now look so dumpy. Everybody has 
a passion for high heeled shoes, and the 
taste is indulged in ad libitum, and pow- 
der and paint are used by the women and 
girls with most astonishing recklessness. 
The only graceful article that is worn— 
the really graceful one—is the mantilla, 
which is draped over the head in easy 
folds, and which in all cases takes the 
place of bonnets and hats. 


The cathedral of Chihuahua boasts of 


considerable architectural elegance 
The 


facade is ornamented with elaborately 
carved stucco 
work and is filled with 


niches holding time-stained statues of 
apostles and saints. 


Flanking the graceful front of the 


church ire two high towers, tapering by 
easy gradations to two belfries, in one of 
which hang the old but still melodious 
bells placed there by the Spaniards years 
ago. Just above the wide doorway, filled 
by heavy oxken doors, there is an illumi- 
nated clock, the bells of which toll out 
the hours and quirter hours all through 
tlie day and 
uisiht. 
Surrounding t->e 


church 
is a 
.Moorish shiped 
dome, 


through the windows of which waverui" 
patches of light fall upon the hare and 
well worn floor beneath. Time Iws done 
much to destroy the old time beauties of 
the cathedral. Lung, dark stains of iron 
rust have crept down and across the once 
pure walls, and many of the statues have 
lost their ears or have had their noses 
chipped off by the ravages of the fleeting 
years, and tbe oaken doors are dark and 
worn. Wi'.hiu the ancient pile the gilded 
images and gaudy decorations of the al- 
tars are nearly lost to sij;ht behind tho 
deep shadows tint lurk about tbe place, 
while in the rafters overhead the birds 
nave built their nests 


Standing beside the pilliirs that sup- 


Dort the roof, quieted by the stillness und 
awed by the signs of worship going cm, 
one sees a picture which is su often visi- 
ble in the churches of distant Europe. 
Here at one's feet a seuorita guarded by 
her duenna clasps her dimpled hands and 
kneels upon the bit of carpet she his with 
ber fora cushion, and near her kneels an 
Indian, scantily clothed, and poor and 
ignorant, and with Ifis tuttfred sombrero 
lying at his side. One hears the whis- 
perings of the petitioners, the twittering 
of the birds, and long rays of yellow light 
come streaming from the windows of the 
dome down upon the foot worn floor. 
Leaving the interior I climbed the shaky 
stairs to the belfry, and standing beneath 
the bells there looked out and down upon 
the city. 
Far away across the interve- 


ning valley a range of mountains pierced 
the deep blue sky, and reaching out into 
the secluded valley lay the ancient citv. 
Beyond its limits green fields appeared in 
sight, and trees grew about white-walled 
villas, and from the city an aqueduct, 
resting on dozens of arches, stretched its 
long white arm out into the range t'or tha 
water which flowed by it to the houses at 
my (eet. There ran tho Alameda, favor te 
driveway of Cbihuahuans; there 'stood 
the Church of Guadalupe, Putron Saint, 
and that of San Francisco. 
The house 


tops were flat, and some had gardens on 
them and rustic seats, and there was a 
busy activity down in the plaza and in 
tne narrow streets, white the distant 
view, down tbe foliage choked valley, 
and away to the hazy blue hills, was most 
enchanting. 


Next to tbe plaza, the busiest spot in 


Chihuahua is the market place, a bit of 
open ground surrounded by high wall, 
and entered by passing through any of 
the four huge gateways leading to it. 
From daylight until late at night a hete- 
rogeneous crowd swarms in the market to 
buy and sell meats, vegetables, pottery, 
baskets, blankets and fruits. 
Outside 


the walls stand sleepy looking burros, 
many so cohered with their heavy load 
that only the long ears and tiny feet of 
the patient animal are visible. Here a 
farmer is filling baskets with cereals and 
carrying them into the market place; 
and there a woman is packing her burro 
with heaps of stuff that she has lately 
bought. 


Within' the market there is general 


pandemonium. 
Groups of sellers sit 


under awnings on pieces of straw mat- 
tings, with their goods spread out before 
them. They cry their wares in shrill 
voices, and do their best to attract buy- 
ers to their wares, but, as a rule, pur- 
chasers wander from booth to booth buy- 
ing here and there only a handful of 
beans, or a bit of meat, or a basket. The 
trading is small, but the smaller it is the 
greater the- noise/. Here is a water jar 
which the American U offered by a pretty 
girl, very, oh very, beautiful: and one 
old blear eyed dame was very sure I 
needed a pair of turtle doves, which she 
held out to tne. 
I rarely saw more than 


a real (124 cents) spent at a time, and \\ 
seemed as though people came to market 


more for the sake of gossip than because 
they wanted to buy anything. Some of 
the poor souls come, I know, hoping to 
find enough refuse to keep their hunger 
away. And after all it is a sad sight to 
see the pitiful quantity that is bought, 
and to notice how' carefully the heavy 
tlucos are counted out. 


Chihuahua is still a primitive town after 


all, and the pleasures and the needs of 
the people are few and easily catered to. 
The chief pleasure comes on fete days, 
and the noon siesta gives the acme of 
satisfaction. 
Many here regret the ar- 


rival of the railroad, which means a new 
regime for them, and Americans look, as 
yet, out of place, as they wander about 
the shaded plaza. 
Business is stilt con- 


ducted care'dssly, and at one's case, and 
the noon rest which is indulged iu is a 
prized prerogative. • One sees to-day a 
few new signs; the old walls of the city 
ire often decorated with flaming posters 
jy some new machine lately introduced, 
but still the old lazy life exists away from 
from business centres, and Chihuahua, 
with all its awakening, remains an inter* 
esting place, full of quaint sights, foreign 
and suggestive of the cities from which 
its founders came.

questions of the telegraphist in the Ger- 
man town. When we had finished with 
Eniden, we spoke with the same facility 
to the gentleman on duty at Odessa. 
In a 


few seconds we were through to the Per- 
sian capital (Teheran). T. H. N. (Tehe- 
ran) said "Call Kurrachee," and in less 
time than it takes to write these words 
wo gained the attention of the Indian 
town. 
The operator at Kurrachee put 


us through to Agra, and to our astonish- 
ment the signals did not fail, and we 
chatted pleasantly for a few minutes with 
the clerk on duty there. To make this 
triumph of telegraphy complete, Agra 
switched us on to another line, and we 
were soon talking to a native telegraphist 
at the Indian Government Cable Station, 
Calcutta. At first the operator "at the 
other end of the wire" could not believe 
that he was really in direct communica- 
tion with the English capital, and he ex- 
claimed in Morse language: "Are you 
really London V 
Truly this was a great 


achievement. • Metallic 
communication 


without a break from No. 18 Old Broad 
street, London, to the telegraph office" in 
Calcutta! 7,000 miles of wire! The 
signals were excellent, and the speed 
attained was not less than twelve, per-' 
haps fourteen, words per minute.

Every board and every brick, every stone 
and every limber, every piece of furni- 
ture. and ovorv appliance of comfuit, the 
carpets on the floor, ilia frcbcocn On the 
ceiling, is each in whole or in part tho 
fragment of a wreck — a wreck not of a 
ship, but of home, a life, a soul ' 
The 


owner of this mansion is the owner also 
and keeper of a drinking saloon. 
The 


bartender is an adept at mixinp; templing 
beverages ; in the art of combining whis- 
kies, brandies, and the like, into a won- 
derful variety of fascinating drinks The 
waiters aro models of attention, and from 
enrlv morning to after midnight n stream 
of coin pours over that counter into tho 
drawer, and it is of coin thus obtained 
that yonder beautiful 
house has been 


built. 


In another street not fur awav there is 


u house, that was once the embodiment of 
thrift, neatness and domestic joy. 
That 


house has become a wreck. Old hats 
and old clothos now occupy many a place 
once filled with window-panes. 
Without, 


all looks like desolation, and within all is 
misery and destitution. The woman is 
wearng her life away to support her 
children while the father is a lounger 
about that drinking saloon. 
All that was 


beautiful in that home has gone into tha 
gorgeous mansion of the saloon keeper. 
Tin wreck of this home has been built 
into that palace. 
There was a young 


man, 
I have seen him often, who had lost 


both his arms and who had become a slave 
to tbe appetite for strong drink. 
In 


that saloon the polite bar-tender would 
fill the class for this armless young man, 
then hold it to the lips while it was 
drained and then put bis hands into the 
pockets and help himself to the money 
for the dram. 
The wreckage of this 


young man is built into the house of the 
saloon keeper. 
A young man — this is 


fact nnt fancy — the only son of bis mother 
and she was a widow, spent bis money 
in thnt saloon till he had no more to spend, 
and then went into a fur country to spend 
his days in riotous living. 
But he fell 


into the company of those who cared for 
his soul, reformed and set out to bring 
the glad uews to his widowed mother. 
Before he reached the home door some 
frequenters of that saloon, former boon 
companions, met him and by mingled 
persuasions and ridicule drew him back 
to the old drinking place and plied him 
with drink till at last be actually died on 
their hands and they had to carry the 
dead body to the mother ; and tbe wreck 
of that woman's heart and of that young 
man's body nnd soul ire built into that 
beautiful mansion where the liquor seller 
holds his court.

his long article on "The Tobacco Reme- 
dy," in the May number of the Health 
and Hoine, announces bis belief that the 
use of wet tobacco as a poultice will be 
instrumental in saving many thousands of 
lives annually in the United States.

He gives an account 
of the successful application of wet to- 
bacco leaves as a cure for the fiery red 
and much swollen eyes of a lawyer in 
Asheville, N. C. This lawyer recommend- 
ed the remedy to two young ladies'in 
North Carolina at a place where red sore 
eyes were epidemic. The young ladies 
slept with wet tobacco leaves on their 
eyes and were cured by morning. 
In 


several other cases he found the remedy 
useful for curing sore eyes. 


As a remedy for sore throat the Gener- 


al says the application of wet tobacco 
leaves has been found by him to be unfail- 
ing. He instances his own experience at 
Aquia creek, the case of a lady who took 
his advice, and cites the testimony of his 
brother, a physician in North Carolina, 
who often applied wot tobacco leaves in 
cases of sore throat.
